Cropping Methods 

Four weeks ago we asked the ques¬ 
tion: “Will prairie soils wear out?” 
We answered, "Yes-, unless present 
methods of crop production are 
altered.” 

Since the announcement of the 
Dominion Government Wheat Policy 
for 1941, it Is apparent that our crop¬ 
ping methods will be altered. I have 
suggested on several occasions that 
the war, and the embarrassing wheat 
carry-over for which the war is 
largely responsible, might well fbree 
us to adopt better farming practices. 
By that I mean practices which will 
be better for the land, and which will 
check the wearing out process. 

It is most unfortunate that steps 
were not taken last fall to prevent 
the exportation to the United States 
of the bulk of our 1940 grass seed 
crop. Had this been done, we could 
have undertaken a real soil con¬ 
servation programme. Instead, gov¬ 
ernment funds which might* have 
been devoted to grass subsidies will 
largely be used for Increased sum¬ 
merfallowing. 

Extensive increases in summerfal- 
low acreage will inevitably aggravate 
the soil drifting and water erosion 
problems unless extreme care is 
taken in tillage operations. Now, as 
never before, the information avail¬ 
able at Dominion Experimental Sta¬ 
tions should be consulted. 

Weed control, feed reserves and 
soil conservation should be our head¬ 
lines this season. 

We are raising more livestock. Let’s 
put the manure where it belongs— 
on the land.

Questions Re Red Cross work 

After giving specific .details respect¬ 
ing the financial contributions to the 
Alberta division, and the distribution 
which has been made of money 
and goods, Col. Tomlinson turned to 
osrtain questions which have been 
asked regarding Red Cross operation. 

He said that there had been rumors 
circulated that Mayor Davison of Cal¬ 
gary and Mr. Dick of Edmonton, 
chairmen of their respective areas, 
were getting $10,000 a year. Neither 
man was getting one cent for his ser- 
vioes. 

Rumors of large salaries had been 
circulated in respect to the salaries of 
the commissioner and his stalf. The 
fact is, said Col. Tomlinson, that the 
salaries of tbs commissioner and his 
Staff of 12, total .$10,000. He mention¬ 
ed that Mrs. Mason, well known to ail 
Red Cross officials, gives full-time 
service, for which she does not get one 
osnt. About Socks 

The commissioner urged that 
friends of the Red -Cross be alert in 
their attitude toward rumors that the 
Red Cross is selling goods. He apoke 
of the occasional reports that the Red 
Cross sells socks. “Do not accept these 
stories without investigation,” .he said. 
‘‘Ask for proof from anyone making 
such a statement. Send the informa¬ 
tion to your headquarters, and 1 prom¬ 
ise you that full steps will be taken to 
determine the truth behind any such 
statements.” He gave instances in 
which assertions l.ad been made, re¬ 
specting sale of Red Cross goods. In¬ 
vestigation had proved these to be 
untrue. 

He referred to the Canadian legion 
which is a great friend of tbe soldier. 
The Legion is offering $100 for any 
one who will send in an article prov¬ 
ing that the Red Cross sells goods. 
‘‘This is a challenge,” he said, “pro¬ 
duce proof for the Canadian Legion 
and get $100..” 

In passing, he warned against 
sending notes in socks or other goods 
ovenseas. This is a practice which is 
not permitted. 

Prisoner of War Parcels 

Turning to- funds for international 
obligations, CoL Tomlinson gave some 
time to prisoner of war parcels. “V ou 
ha\»e heard from prisoners of the last 
war, that they tfould not have lived 
had it not been foi the parcels,” he 
said. “This is a vitally important 
work.” 

He said that Britain had asked that 
Canada pack and ship 10,000 parcels 
weekly, the British Red Cross paying 
lor the foodstuffs. But the Canadian 
Red Cross had unanimously decided 
that Canada would pay for the goods 
as well. Ten thousand parcels week 
ly represents $1,500,000 a year. But 
Britain has now asked Canada to in¬ 
crease this service to 20,000 weekly 
which would double the cost. From 
Canada,the parcels go to New York, 
then to Lisbon, then to Versailles 


Canada had contributed $35,000,000 in 
cash and materials to the Red Cross 
services. It was in 1019 that peace¬ 
time services of the R>ed Cross were 
dyawn up, including improvement in 
health, prevention of disease, and mit¬ 
igation of suffering the world over. 

In Canada the peace-time work of 
the organization was well known in 
the care of crippled children, junioi 
health education in the- schools, and 
relief work in drought areas and else¬ 
where during the hard years. Between 
1922 and 1941, said the commissioner, 
3000 crippled children have been car¬ 
ed for in the Junior Red Cross hospi¬ 
tal in Calgary. 

Speaking of the maintenance of the 
hospital, a brief survey of the situa¬ 
tion from 1931 to ’39 was given. !h 
1931, finances were in bad shape, but 
in intervening years remarkable 1 pro¬ 
gress has been made, and before the 
war broke out the financial position 
was excellent. In this recovery - , cred- 
't was given by Commissioner Tomlin¬ 
son to a number of generous gifts, 
chief of which was a contribution of 
$12,000 made by H'on. R. B. Bennett in 
four years.

Branch May Retain 40% 

In Ontario and Alberta, the branch¬ 
es are permitted to retain 40% of the 
money which they take in in drives. 
In Manitoba, Saskatchewan and B.C. 
every osnt is turned in to head office, 
in giving permission for the district 
branch to retain 40% of the campaign 
funds, it is expected that’ this will be 
used for purchase of material, and 
branch expenses. But the use of this 
40'; entails responsibility that it be 
used very wisely in expenditure for 
material. 

Goods or Money 

Replying to reports sometimes 
heaid that money is more heeded than 
goods, Col. Tomlinson quoted Sir Her¬ 
bert Morrison’s cable: “Gifts of mon¬ 
ey greatly welcomed, but no less so 
are the comforts.” More stuff went 
out from the Canadian Red Cross 
warehouses in Britain, in the first two 
months of 1941, than in the previous 
year indicating how greatly the sew¬ 
ing and knitting are valued and the 
great need served. Articles poured 
out to.the R.C.A.F., the merchant ma¬ 
rine and tbe navy; to medical units; 
Canadian hospitaLs; to the Free 
French hospital; British Fire Brigade; 
British and Greek Red Cross; to Wo¬ 
men’s Voluntary Service Corps; to 
families of soldiers and sailors; to for¬ 
eign refugees; to air raid sufferers, 
and such relief. Everything is being
